„ solidity oft Arthur’s support in New York 
Oity. Not only were the professional poll- 
ticlans kept in the background, but the mass 
of the people took no part in the demonstra-

were as quiet and orderly as a Directors’ 
meeting in the interest of some prosperous 
corporation, Such an event undoubtedly has 
considerable siguificance, but it is only pru- 
dent to ask and consider just what influence 
it is likely to exert in securing the nomina- 
tion and election of Arthur as 

It is certainly to the credit of Mr. Arthur 
that the capitalists and moneyed men of the 
great corporations of New York should take 
occasion in so public and impressive @ man- 


‘ner to testify their confidence in bis Admin- 


istration. ‘Their testimonial is the more re- 
markablé because it would probably have 
been-denied to him eighteen months or a year 
ago. It may be assumed safely that many of 
those who took part in Tuesday evening's 
meeting were among those who resented the 
interference of President Arthur in State 
politics last year, condem ed the methods 
whereby Folger was nominated, bolted the 
regular ticket, and hefyed to defeat it by 
nearly 200,000 majority. Arthur was on trial 
in that election much more than Folger, who 
hed always been personally popular and hed 
commanded the confidence and respect of the 
State. The New York meeting, therefore, 
denoted marked change in sentiment toward 
President Arthur. This change has been 
wrought by the respectable and conservative 
character of his Administration. The moneyed 
men of New York now regard him as a safe 
man,” which they were disposed to question 
at one time, and they have become satisfied 
that he has thrownoff certain political en- 
tanglements which formerly dragged him 
down. It is the constant tendency, and in- 
deed the very nature, of capital to be con- 
servative; and the capitalists, having made 
up their minds that Arthur may be trusted, 
prefer to indorse him rather than to try any 


was Gighly complimentary to President 
Arthur. 

The meeting may be expected to exert a 
certain influence in favor of Arthur in so far 
as it is calculated to impress the politicians 
with the conviction that ample funds will 
be forthcoming to defray the campsign en- 
penses if Arthur be nominated. The Presi- 
dents of great insurance and railroad com- 
panies and banks, the representatives of 
importing interests, the owners of large 
blocks of real estate and paper securities, 
the leading business-men of the metropolis 
certainly hold out a promise of generous con- 
tributions when they unite tn the indorsement 
of a Presidential candidate on the eve of the 
nominating convention.

completely unsusceptibje to the disease. It 
may not be very complimentary to human 
dignity and tmportauce, but it is none the 
less true that what is good for a dog is good 
for man or woman; 80 by this analogy Dr. 
Pasteur can protect man against the most 
rabid of animais by inoculating him with the 
virus after it has been developed to Ite maxt- 
mum intensity by the inoculation of the most. 
timid of animals. . 

The comparative rarity of hydrophobia is 
offset by its fatality and the horrible and 
painful phases of the progress of the dis- 
ease, When once completely developed it 
is invariably fatal. The books contain no 
authenticated account of a case of recovery 
under such circumstances. The distress suf- 
fered by the victim meanwhile is excruciat- 
ing, and the suffering occasioned to spectators 
by their horror is almost as great. There 
has hitherto been but one recognized course 
of treatment. which is to neutralize the 


poison by cauterization of the wound, but 
this must be done at once and done — 
very thoroughly to be effective. This is | iend 


not always possible. There may be no 
symptoms at the time of the bite showing 
that the dog is rabid, and the disease may not 
develop until months afterwards, and some- 
times the wound is so slight as to cause no 


apprehension. The old advice to keep away 


from dogs is not always practical, and, as one 


dog may inoculate scores of other dogs be- 


fore he is dispatched, the danger is always 
present. If Dr. Pasteur’s remedy, therefore, 
will enable a man to go unscathed among 
dogs, he has made a discovery that will add 
new laurels to his honors. At the present rate 
of scientific discovery, In a century or two 
people will know how to cure nearly all the 
ills to which flesh is heir and to avoid the 
most of them, thereby lengthening life to the 
old patriarchal limits. Who knows but that 
some Pasteur centuries hence will find the 
elixir of-life itself ? 


THE BLACK HILLS TIN-MINES. 

The recent discovery of tin in inexhausti- 
bie quantities In the Black Hills region, if 
Prot. Bailey’s statements are correct, will 
tevolutionize the present trade in tin with 
England, and prove a source of vast wealth 
to tis country. This useful metal has be- 
come more and thore rare, and its price hes rap- 
idly increased With the growing scarcity until 
now it is hard to find any pure tin in manu- 
factured fon. Half a century ago pure tin 
utensils were not uncommon. Gradually 
they disappeared and plated tin took their 
place, and now d mere thin waah of tin on an 
iron body is what passes for the real metal. 
Fifty years ago tin kitehen utensils could be 
scoured and polished. Any such operation 
now soon rubs off the tin wash and exposes 
the sheet-iron. Rust sets in and the utensil 
is soon wortliless. All sheet-tin for kitchen- 
ware is simply sheet-iron tinned by immer- 
sion in a liquid bath of tin and zinc, and the 
immersion constantly grows feebler and the 
wash thinner. It may thus be laid down as 
u general rule that all pretended tin roofs, 
spouts, coffee- pots, and house-wares are 
frauds, and the excuse for the fraud is based 
upon the costiiness of tin, growing out of its 


scarcity. 

This point is well taken, for the celebrated 
tin-mines of the world are rapidly being ex- 
hauSted. The great deposits have been those 
of Cornwall, and the Saxon and Bohemian 
Erzgebirge, and smaller ins have been 
known in Brittany, Finland, Spain, Mexico, 
Bolivia, and New South Wales. These 
latter are substantially exhausted. The 
Saxon and Bohemian mines now produce an 
insignificant quantity, and those of Spain 
and South America still less. Cornwall has 
been the great source of supply for 1,000 
years, not only for this country, but for the 
world. We are taking annually about $45,000,- 
000 worth of the metal in its different forms, 
but the deposits have decreased in quantity and 
the expensé of working the mines has great- 
ly increased, for tin- mining under the most 
favorable circumstances is very expensive. 
We are rapidly approaching the time when 
Great Britain can no longer furnish us tin. 
At such times it always seems as if Nature 
were ready for the emergency. When one 
locality gives out another is discovered; 
when one substance is exhausted another 
which can he substituted for it is always 
found in great quantities. 

This is peculiarly true with reference to 
the supply of tin, for, if Prof. Balley's state- 
ments are correct, the Black Hills region is able 
not only to supply this country but the whole 
world with tin for centuries to come. The 
centre of the district appears fo be Harney 
Peak, itself the principal mass, and from this 
point it spreads over an area measuring 
twelve miles by seven
